But enough hints have been dropped 
to make certain that alleged bribery 
for several sessions past will be inves- 
tigated. 


As a result many legislators who

whistling to keep up courage. 
The 


famous Elson telephone merger :nll 
of last session is said to be one matter 
of special interest to the Jury. Sufli- 
cient evidence is already in the haads 
of the grand jury to warrant the im- 
mediate indictment of at least one 
legislator. 


Columbus, O., May 3.—Several as- 


demblymen went to Prosecutor Tur- 
ner and Attorney General Hogan and 
offered to tell the grand Jury about 
bribery 
melhoda 
In 
the 
house 


and senate, but their offers were 
not accepted. These proposals were 
taken as indication of a panic among 
the solons and a desire on the part 
of some to get in early for an im- 
munity bath. 


Before the grand jury there ap- 


peared a number of prominent offi- 
cials, 
including Governor 
Harmon. 


The witness room was crowded with 
detectives, lobbyists and corporation 
representatives. The latter purpose 
to tell how they were held up or how 
efforts were made to have them "fork 
over" money to get bills 
through 


committees and then passed or to 
have the reverse process brought 
about. 


Judge Blair of Portsmouth, who 


conducted the recent campaign which 
resulted in the disfranchisemeat of 
1,800 
voters in Adams county for 


election frauds, was another witness. 
A bill is pending in the assembly to 
legislate Blair out of his present ju- 
dicial district and out of a place on 
the bench. 
Rumors have been cur- 


rent 
of wrongdoing in 
connection 


with the measure. 


In the house every member of the 


calendar 
committee, against which 


much suspicion has been directed, re* 
Bigned except Dr. George B. Nye, who 
Saturday had detectives arrested for 
offering him bribes. 


The members who resigned were 


Langdon, Russell, Evans of Stark, Cal- 
vey, Irving of Preble and Gusweiler. 


Burns Appears on Scene. 


Detective Burns, head of the organ- 


ization which has ferreted out the 
corruption, was at the courthouse for 
some time. This is the most corrupt 
assembly he has ever been called 
upon to investigate, he told reporters. 


It developed when Governor Har- 


mon opened an envelope supposed to 
contain the bribe money which Nye 
nays he received, that the bills were 
not the marked ones which the detec- 
tives say they paid to Nyo. The 
amount, $200, was correct, however, 
It also has developed that while Nye 
received the 
money about 
three 


weeks ago, he did not turn it over to 
Speaker Vining until last Thursday. 


A significant indication of the un- 


rest in the assembly came when the 
senate, which has been reactionary 
and has blocked almost every effort 
of Governor Harmon to secure pro- 
gressive legislation, put through two 
of Harmon's pet bills—the measure 
for a central board of control for 
Btate Institutions and the bill provid- 
ing for the direct nomination of Unit- 
ed States senators according to the 
Oregon plan. The reactionary sena- 
tors are betraying a sudden anxiety 
to be good. 


Evidence to be submitted to the

SCHOOL BOOK BILL

Columbus, May 3.—Five minutes 


after Senator Yount's bill, limiting 
school book prices in Ohio to the 
minimum price paid by any other 
state and prohibiting changes in text- 
books for five years was passed by 
the senate yesterday, Yount charged

According to a long confidential tel-

consisting of Messrs. E. M Baugher, 
W. J. Fitzgibbon, and M. M. Taylor,

Simpson, city engineer and assistant, 
Columbus, to make a survey and re- 
port on the proposition to relieve the 
railway crossing situation in New- 
ark. 


These engineers have just sub- 


mitted a preliminary report showing 
that the scheme of track elevation 
and construction of subways at Sec- 
ond, Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
streets is entirely feasible. 
They 


estimate the total cost to be |392,- 
000,

companies, B. & O. and the Pennsyl- 
vania Lines, would pay 65% and the 
city of Newark 35%, or $137,000. 


Messrs. Maetzel and Simpson have 


engineered a similar proposition in 
Columbus which ia being executed at 
a cost of a million dollars. The plan 
submitted for Newark provides for 
an easy grade for the railway com- 
panies and for convenient subways 
leading from central to South New- 
ark. 


The committee will report to 
a 


meeting of the Association on May 
llth, at whifh time It is probable 
the plans will be recommended to 
the city council for favorable action. 


This is the first practical step to- 


wards relief for South Newark. 
By 


the adoption of this plan or a plan 
somewhat similar the south side will 
receive the benefit to which it is en- c 
titled end not only the South Side, 
but all Newark and both of the rail- 
way companies will profit thereby.
